"A new study suggests that women who have any form of diabetes while pregnant are at a
higher risk of having a child with autism spectrum disorder. This also includes women who
had type 2 diabetes their entire life and those who may not have had diabetes prior to their
pregnancy but did develop it while carrying their child."

"For women, having diabetes increases their risks of having a heart attack by four times.
Women who are African-American, American Indian/Alaska Native, Asian/Pacific Islander,
and Latin-American are more likely to have diabetes."
